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DETAILED ACTION 

(1). Applicant's Information Disclosure Statement, Remarks and Amendments filed on 
October 1 1 , 2006 have been received. 

Claims 12, 13, 22, 38, 55 - 56 are amended. Claims 1-11, 31-37 and 50 are cancelled 
previously. Claim 44 is indicated as "Currently amended", however, there is no amendments on 
claim 44. 

The rejections of claims 12-30, 51-56 in Final Office Action dated June 16, 2006 is 
withdrawn according to applicant's Remarks filed on June 16, 2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 12-30, 38-49 and 51-56 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

After discussions with Supervisory Patent Examiner, the 103(a) rejection is withdrawn. 
Instant claims 12-30 and 51-56 are now allowable over the prior art references. 

The closest prior art reference - Kusakabe et al (US005968914) is disqualified as 103(a) 
reference since applicants' filed an OATH on April 20, 2006. 

Other related prior art reference - Babu (US005104952A) cites the macromolecular 
monomers from living polymer (Title). There are general formula (I) and (II) represented as:

where embodiments of these two formula do not anticipate nor obvious to the formula as 
claimed by applicant in instant claim 12, 13, 22, 38, and 44.
